Attacking what he called "trial

Coal Burning Trains 
Are Hit by ICC Order 


LATE BULLETIN 


Washington, D. C.—Jan. 4 


—(Al>)—The Interstate Com- 
merce 
Commission 
today 


ordered a general one-t&ra 
cut In railroad passenger serv- 
ice on lines using coal as fuel. 
The order Is effective at 11:50 
p.m., Sunday, Jan. 8. 


The order applies to all rail 


line* haying 25 or less days 
supply of fuel coal for their 
passenger services "and not 
having available a dependable 
source of supply." 


The ICC said the action was 


made necessary by the dwind- 
ling supplies of coal due to the 
recent disturbances and cur- 
tailments in the coal mining 
Industry. 


It was the second time In re- 


cent months that the ICC has 
taken such action as a result 
of the virtually 
deadlocked 


coal dispute between John L. 
Lewis' United Mine workers 
and mine operators across the 
nation. 


The commission said all rail- 


roads- having -less than tuo ' 
stipulated amount of fuel re- 
serve must reduce coal-burn- 
ing pasenger service to JW'/i 
per cent less than the same 
services provided as ot Dec. 
1, 1949. 


The order was drawn to re- 


main in effect for two months. 
It will automatically expire at 
midnight March 8 unless the 
ICC Itself takes further action.

Great Unrest 
Among Miners, 
Says Mr. Lewis 


St. Louis, Jan. 4.—(AP)—John 


L. Lewis said today there is "grave 
unrest" among the nation's coal 
miners. 


The United Mine Workers chief 


told the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
"efficiency is decreasing" because 
the miners "desire contracts ant 
the operators won't make con- 
tracts." 


'Phoned Lewis 


The Post-Dispatch telephoned 


Lewis at a hotel in Springfield 
111. He checked out of the hote' 
later In the day, and the UMW of- 
fice at Springfield said he prob- 
ably left town. 


Lewis said the situation in Illi- 


nois, where some 11,500 miners 
went on strike yesterday, "is the 
same as the situation throughoui 
the country: The operators wll 
not permit the workers to share 
in the increase in the price 01 
coal." 


"They've raised the price of coal 


as everybody knows," Lewis told 
the newspaper. 
"But there has 


been no increase in the cost of 
production. The miners are aware 
of this. And this has led to grave 
unrest among the miners. 
The 


operators are holding the country 
up." 


Lewis Is Cagey 


Asked for the reason behind the 


Illinois coai strike, Lewis replied: 
"The Illinois question is the same 
as the national. These little local 
manifestations have little bearing 
on the situation. That's all I care 
to say at this time. Thank you." 


No official reason was given by 


the UMW for the walkouts in Illi- 
nois. 


Hugh White, head of the UMW 


in Illinois, conferred with Lewis 
yesterday and then announced the 
three-day work week would be re- 
sumed by Illinois UMW miners 
next Monday.

"Today, by the grace of God, we 


stand a free and prosperous nation 
with greater possibilities for the 
future than any people have ever 
had before." 


Wants Rent Controls 


The president's message was one 


in which he (1) looked far into the 
future—when, he said, the average 
family may make the equivalent ot 
more than $12,000 a year—and (2) 
dwelled on what he called the pres- 
ent day needs for such things a* 
continued rent controls and repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley labor law. 


The president gave no Inkling ot 


how much new revenue he want! 
now or where he would turn to 
get it. Nor did he disclose what 
existing taxes he would drop or 
lower to, as he put it, "reduce pres- 
ent inequities" and "stimulate bus- 
iness activity." 


He simply said there should b« 


"some changes" in the tax system 
to product these results.

Mt. Morris—In his appearance 


before Mount Morris Woman's club 
at Kable Inn Monday evening, Dr. 
John Gordon, minister-at-large for 
the Rockford Second Congrega- 
tional church, gave a vivid picture 
of the European situation as he 
saw it last summer. 


Having 
visited England two 


years previously with - group of 
ministers. Dr. Gordon felt condi- 
tions had improved slightly since 
that time, but he felt England was 
still in the midst of a serious moral 
slump and gambling mfcnia. He 
cited that an increase of fifty per 
cent in crime since war was bound 
to upset family and social life. 


•Socialism' 


It was his opinion that a country 


so destroyed as England needed a 
strong form of government, which 
accounted for the victory of the 
socialistic party 
in 1945. Since 


then, the labor party has been in 
absolute control. 


Dr. Gordon blamed the coal 


shortage as the reason Great Brit- 
ain has been slow in producing 
goods and in getting back on its 
feet. Hence, there are not enough 
exports to help them buy their ac- 
tual necessities. Because of the 
things we have in common with 
the English people, it was Dr. Gor- 
don's opinion that we should con- 
tinue to help them get back into 
better production. 


As for the situation in Germany, 


Dr. Gordon said he felt that Amer- 
icans, French, British and Rus- 
sians should get out. It Is his be- 
lief that Germany is in such a 
physical condition that she can 
never start another war. Hamburg 
is about the only city still stand- 
Ing. About eighty per cent of Ber- 
lin is in ruins, with no place to 
flump the rubble or get material 
to rebuild. 


•Little f rogeas' 


Ai things stand in Germany, 


little progress has been made in 
getting factories started again. 
Russia seems to be waiting for its 
time to get In with communistic 
propaganda after the people are 
«ven more undernourished. He 
urged that appeals for food be fill 
*d whenever possible. 


Russia, according to Dr. Gor- 


don, will never «tart a third world 
war, and h« said that here In 
America people should not even 
be talking about a third world war. 
It Is his conviction that due to its 
huge losses of men in the last war 
and the general' turmoil in the 
country itself that it would take 
twenty years before Russia can 
start anything. While it docs have 
resources at its command, he said, 
it does not have the genius to use 
them. 


He said Russia has two policies 


at present. Its future policy is to 
wait patiently. At one time Russia 
predicted that there would be a 
depression in the United States in 
1948. When that did not material- 
ize, she made it due in 1950. She 
is waiting for a time when she 
hopes the United States cannot 
send aid to the starving people so 
she can step in with communism. 
Her short-term policy is more se- 
rious. Dr. Gordon told the group 
that there are now fourteen men 
in control of Russia. These are di- 
vided into two groups—one with 
a leader who wants to cultivate 
the democracies and other with 
a leader who does not and will not. 
Whichever 
group 
gets 
control 


when Stalin steps down will large- 
ly determine our future stand. 


Educate All 


Summing up the situation. Dr. 


Gordon urged that Americans give 
their support to agencies which 
will educate citizens. He said all 
children must be given a new idea 
of the American ideal of freedom 
and opportunity for all. It is his 
belief that the solid, stable char- 
acter of Americans is the hope for 
the world, plus the most important 
fact that God is on the side of the 
democracies, inasmuch as com- 
munism has no God. 


Preceding the address, Donald 


Horst, local tenor, sang two num- 
bers, 
Handel's 
"Where'er 
You 


Walk," and "Believe Me If All 
Those Endearing Young Charms." 
He was accompanied at the piano 
by Mrs. Mervile Horst. 


During the business session it

Mat-Arthur's View 


From Toko comes word that

clash between Mat-Arthur's view 
and the

Today—At 12 noon President 


Truman stood bel'oie congress to 
deliver his "state of the union" 
message. 


Friday—He sends congress his 


economic report on the nation.

Monday—He sends congress his 


*^ budget message. 


It's that way every year. Until 


after Monday congress will spend 
most of its time praising or criti- 
cizing the messages. 


The democrats, mostly, will do 


the 
praising. 
The 
republicans, 


mostly, will do the criticizing. 


This would be unusual only if it 


didn't happen that way. Now take 
the three messages: 
,• 
State of the union—Mr. Truman 


told congress the kind of program 
he thinks it ought to pass into law 
in 1950. 


This is the unfinished part of 


the program which Mr. Truman 
asked congress to pass in 1949. 


Congress may pass some of it, 


certainly not all. 


An Election Year 


But this is an election year for 


most of congress, in November. 


4| What it does and what it fails to 


do will be political ammunition 
then. 


You can call the shots now: 
1. The Trumamtes will blame 


the republicans for failures and 
ask the voters to send back an 
even stronger democratic congress. 


2. The republicans will jeer that 


the -emocrats control congress 
now and wouldn't put the program 
into effect, or they'll say the dem- 


Vocrats are trying to go too far fast 


or are trying to bring about So- 
cialism or something else. 


Confuses Voters 


All this cross-fire between now 


and election time will only add to 
the voters' confusion, which is to 
be expected. 


T h e 
economic message—Mr. 


Truman undoubtedly will say the 
nation is doing fine, must be kept 
that way, should try to do better. 


He'll be on the side of higher 


employment, business profits, good 
wages. 


But if he talks about boosting 


taxes to take care of government 
expenses, democrats and republi- 
cans alike will scream. 


Since this is an election year, if 


they favored higher taxes they'd 
be as popular back home as poison 
ivy. 


Budget message—Mr. Truman

is obvious that no organism can expand more in energy than it takes 
In from without. Just what does "the without" consist of—physical 
nature and human society only? Or is there a third dimension in ad- 
dition to "the within" and "the around"—is there an "Above?" Many 
have decided that there is no "Above"—at least, there is none they 
can contact; so they have short-circuited life to "the within" and "the 
around." 
But, to their dismay, they find that "the within" and "the 


around." instead of offering resources to abundant living, offer resist- 
ances to It—"the within" is clashing, and "the without" is contradic- 
tory. The resources are in reverse, pulling the Dther way. 


Someone has said, "If we haven't that within us which is above us, 


we will soon yield to that which is around us." 
We become circum- 


stance-conditioned and circumstance-fed, and grow weak and anemic 
on the fare. 
And if we turn within for our resources, we find the 


well is dry. 
Professor Hocking, speaking as a philosopher, says: 


"Man comes up to a certain point and then finds he hasn't resources 
in himself to complete himself, so he remains incomplete and frus- 


trated." 
There ensues what an able and earnest man said he had— 


"a sense of co&nuc loneliness." "I am not sure," he continued, "whether 
my doings have anything- cosmic back of them, whether I am working 
with anything significant, or just working meaningless alone with 
no one to back my work or care." An ath«>ist has been described as "a 
man who has no visible means of support." 


"A sense of cosmic loneliness"—that is the frigid thought that lays 


its cold hand on our hopes and our endeavors. 
Can it be lifted and 


the sense of a warm, living, cosmic Presence, who is with us and lor 
us, take us place? If so, then what would hit the spot—the central 
spot. 
For if the central spot is empty and meaningless, then all life 


turns empty and meaningless with it. But if that central spot is full 
and meaningful, then all life turns meaningful with it. 


O warm, living <'0»>mic Presence—If I here be Mich a I'n'^eure in 


this ini'rutable universe—help me a* I begin thi> quest for Thee and 
Thy resources. I shall need Try help even to inspire me to begin the 
quest, for I am not sure at all that Thou art there. I am only sure of 
this—that Something beyond myself ought to be there. So I begin. 
Help me. Amen.

Fifty More Years of Cold War? 


The prospect that the "cold war.'^with its huge cost and 


high tensions, will continue for at least 50 years is not one 
to cheer about. Yet that's what Prof. Arnold Toynbee, the 
eminent British historian, foresees. 


Toynbee is the author of a work that strikes deep into 


the basic nature of human history. He looks at events with 
the long view. So his comments on future trends inevitably 
carry weight. 


The bright side of his forecast is, of course, that he sees 


no real likelihood of a shooting war before the year 2000. 
If his prediction turns out to be sound, the world will have 
experienced one of the longest periods without war since the 
middle of the 19th century. 


But however grateful the millions of ordinary folk every- 


where would be for such an era, they could not contemplate 
with joy the idea that the coming 50 years are to be a repeti- 
tion of what the world has known as "peace" since World 
War H ended. 


Toynbee isn't alone in predicting a painful extension of 


the cold war. Bernard Baruch. America's elder statesman, 
thinks the same. And so do some of our other statesmen and 
military leaders. 


What they are all saying in effect is that Russia wiii not 


use its army to expand its area of control or influence in the 
world. But the Soviet Union will employ every other device 
known to man—and undoubtedly many new ones—to achieve 
its apparent goal of global conquest. 


If that is the course Russia-does indeed intend to pursue, 


then the United States and the rest of the free world have no 
choice but to meet the relentless Soviet pressure with equal 
weight and determination on the other side. 


Let's translate that into practical terms. It means we'll 


have to keep a bigger army than we'd like to have, for a 
longer time than we ever imagined would be necessary. It 
means, furthermore, that we'll have to take the lead in 
strengthening and coordinating the military forces of other 
free nations. We'll have to keep our own economy strong, 
doing our best to avoid paralyzing depression. And no doubt 
we'll have to continue helping other countries economically 
for a considerable time. Otherwise they might not be able 
to resist the corrosive effects of infiltrating communism. 
That's the outlook, say Toynbee and other far-seeing experts. 
If they're right, there's no use in our living in hope that an 
easy, relaxing sort of peace is just around the corner. Ten- 
sion and strain may well prove to be the normal state for 
free peoples in the next half century.

State Mines Idle 


Major Illinois coal mines were

Johnson told reporters he is par-

Truman spoke out against "the j 


folly ot attempting budget slashes' 
which would impair our prospects 
for peace or cripple the programs 
essential to our national strength." 
He laid particular emphasis on 
funds for the European recovery 
program for non-Communist na- 
tions. 


The president appeared before a 


joint session of the senate and 
house, many of whose members 
have been demanding sharp cuts 
both in government spending and 
in existing taxes. 


Chairman Cannon (D-Mo) of the 


house 
appropriations 
committee 


said in advance of Truman's mes- 
sage that the committee will vote 
to slash spending wherever needed 
to insure a balanced budget. 


In many respects, the message 


was much like the one Truman de- 
livered a year ago on the same oc- 
casion. 


Same Old Stuff 


Again today, he called for repeal 


of the Taft-Kartley labor law, ex- 
tension of rent control, a govern- 
ment housing program—this time 
for middle income families, civil 
rights legislation, stronger anti- 
trust legislation, social security 
expansion, liberalized laws for ad- 
mission of Europe's displaced per- 
sons, aid to education, the highly 
controversial compulsory health in- 
surance plan, and careful develop- 
ment of natural resources. 


Truman also came out again for 


the Brannan plan for farm subsi- 
dies which promises to be a stand- 
out issue in the 1950 congressional 
campaigns. 


Important 1949 items left out 


this time included: References to 
the need for anti-inflation con- 
trols, a. call for universal military. 
training, and specific mention ot a 
tax boost figure. A year ago Tru- 
man asked—but never got—a $4,- 
000,000,000 tax increase. 


Figuring that total national pro- 


duction amounts to $265 billion 
annually, Truman declared: 


Trillion Dollar Income 


"If our productive power con- 


tinues to increase at the same rate 
as it has increased for the past 50 
years, our total national produc- 
tion 50 years from now will be 
nearly four times as much as it is 
today." 


In round numbers, that would be 


a production of one trillion, twenty 
billion dollars annually.

Eaton aigued that "Letters-to-the-

He said anonymous letters tned 


to convince the people that the 
jury which fined Robert Fox $100 
for drunken driving before the fa- 
tal crash made a mistake. 


Eaton argued the letters tried 


to convey the impression that it 
was the duty of the 12 who will 
pass sentence on Mrs. Bohn to 
"rectify the error by giving this 
woman everything- in the books."

Dixon charged Mrs. Bohn's attor- 
neys, Eaton and Gerald Fearer, 
with the responsibility of paneling 
an impartial jury.
